T he fires at Alpena 
and 
Oscoda 
w ere not due to forest tires, but origi­ 
nated in slab yards that were dry as 
tin der from th e long drouth 
At Che­ 
boygan a m ountain of saw dust caught 
fire 
and 
th e 
flames 
threaten ed 
to 
spread through the city. 
T h e sm aller tow ns of Metz, M illers­ 
burg and Tower, along the Detroit 
and M ackinac railroad, were reported 
to be burning. 
Lewiston, in 
M ont­ 
m orency county, and Alger and T u r­ 
ner, in A renae county, were said to 
be seriously th reatened by forest fires. 
W ire service from Au Sable north to 
Cheboygan was interrupted, but new s 
of the tires at Alpena. Oscoda ami Au 
Sable was forw arded by train to Last 
T aw as, w here wires were available 
for transm ission. 
C. A. Lyttlr, m anager for the W est­ 
ern Union T elegraph com pany at Al­ 
pena, w ho got out of Alp* na on a 
train and arrived at Last Tawas, said 
that th e train passed through no fires 
until th e j were approaching Au Sable. 


Au Sable Mass of Flames. 


“T h a t city was a m ass of flames,” 
he said. 
“ I don’t believe there arc 
half a dozen houses left standing. 
“M any refugees w ere taken from Au 
Sable on the steam er Kongo, th a t was 
in port loading freight. O thers flocked 
to the shore of Lake Huron and were 
driven into th e w ater by th e Intense 
heat. 
Many found refuge in the fields 
along the railroad right of way, sta n d ­ 
ing guard over little piles of personal 
effects th a t they w ere able to snatch 
from their hom es as they fled at the 
approach of the flames.

ticed th a t th ere w a s a ring of natives 
each with a basket w aitin g Impatiently 
Just outside the bouse.

in close proxim ity on my left. T urning 
quickly around.
